On December 1 , we be- 
gan the liturgical year with 
the first Sunday of Advent. 
Let’s talk about this sea- 
son. Advent origins can be 
traced to 4th-century Gaul. 
There was a period of fast- 
ing and prayer of about 
three weeks in preparation 
for the Baptismal feast of 
Epiphany. In time the 
practice made its way to 
England. Epiphany was 
not a baptismal feast in 
Rome. Therefore, when 
Advent appeared there, it 
was a liturgical preparation 
for Christmas. This first ap- 
pearance is recorded in 
the 6th century. Pope Gre- 
gory I is the author of the 
liturgy of Advent. He set 
the length of the season 
to four weeks with the 
special prayers that we use 
today. 

Advent is a time of 
preparation for the com- 
ing of Christ at Christmas. 
It is one of my favorite 
seasons, filled with excite- 
ment, expectation and 
preparation for Christ's 
birth. We celebrate the 
mystery of waiting and 
hoping. How do we pre- 
pare ourselves? Many of 
us are now thinking of fi- 
nal exams, papers and 
last-minute study and re- 



view of class notes, which 
is all very important. Some 
others are thinking of deco- 
rations, Christmas trees, 
wreaths, lights, angels, and 
nativity sets. Others are 
busy making lists of Christ- 
mas presents to buy family 
and friends, how much to 
spend on each, depending, 
of course, what they gave 
me last year, and not to 
exceed the amount! Still 
others are busy in the 
kitchen baking and cook- 
ing up a storm-enough 
food to feed an army. 
These are all wonderful 
ways to prepare for Advent 
and Christmas. Will it make 
any difference on Christmas 
morning? Will we have any 
insights in the mystery of 
God becoming a human 
being and sharing experi- 
ences with us? Can we 
spend Advent looking for 
Christ, seeing Christ in the 
people we meet, and help- 
ing us to think of Christ in 
the people who do Christ- 
like things for us? If we can, 
then we haven't wasted 
the four weeks of Advent, 
and when December 25 
comes around, the Baby 
jesus will "make our day.” 
Have a great semester 
break and a holy and 
blessed Christmas Season 
and New Year.
